In 
addition, the Board determined that a civil penalty of $100,000 
against Illinois Fuel is appropriate. The Board directed its 
hearing officer to proceed to hearing on count IV of the 
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amended complaint and to set filing deadlines on the issue of 
the People’s costs.

The Board found that this amended petition contains the 
required components for a TLWQS petition and is therefore in 
“substantial compliance” as defined by the Board’s rules 
governing TLWQS proceedings. The Board directed IEPA to 
file its recommendation by September 9, 2019. The Board on 
its own motion consolidated this case with another TLWQS 
proceeding, INEOS Joliet, LLC v. IEPA, PCB 16-24.

The Board therefore found 
that Dressier Truck violated specified sections of the 
Environmental Protection Act and the air pollution rules as 
alleged in the People’s complaint. The Board also assessed a 
$15,000 civil penalty against Dressier Truck.

(Water - Enforcement) - In this water enforcement action 
concerning a Ford County facility, the Board granted the 
parties’ request for relief from the hearing requirement of 
Section 31(c)(1) of the Environmental Protection Act (Act). 

The Board also accepted the parties’ stipulation and proposed 
settlement agreement, and therefore ordered respondent to pay 
a total civil penalty of $25,000 and to cease and desist from 
future violations of the Act and regulations that were the 
subject of the complaint.

Jeff & Sheila Koester v. IEPA (Water - Tax Certification) - 
Under the Property Tax Code, the Board partially granted and 
partially denied “pollution control facility” certification for Jeff 
& Sheila Koester’s specified facilities located in Jo Daviess
